Student doctor Jon Holriread

But for the past 
year it's been real life for 
Margaret Melady, wife of the 
US Ambassador to Burundi 
in East Africa, who at 31 is 
the youngest American first 
lady overseas. 


Margaret recounted her ex- 


periences here recently with a

Her husband. Tom, 


43, was on temporary duty 
with the U S Mission to the 
United Nations during the 25th 
General Assembly This was 
their first trip bark to the 
states s i n c e 
arriving in 


Burundi almost a year ago 


Margaret had traveled ex- 


tensively before marriage and 
coauthored one of her hus- 
band's six books on Africa, 
but when she left for Burundi 
with t h e i r two pre-school 
daughters she 
admitted to

ly terrified 


"The things I worried about 


most proved to be the great

inexperience at the diplomatic 
style of life," Margaret relat- 
ed "As it turned out, most of

meet are young men with 
younger wives and small chil- 
dren We have a good deal in 
common just as young ptr- 
ents " 


If Margaret had envisioned 


a conventional diplomatic post 
with its formal gowns and 
social entertaining, she would 
have been disappointed in 
Burundi 
The new 
African 


nation needed Americans in- 


terested more in the country's 
economic development, and 
that suited Margaret. 


She spends most of her time 


encouraging self-help projects 
in Burundi such as schools 
and hospitals, and her major 
effort during the first year 
abroad was expanding the 
work of American diplomatic 
corps people in a tutoring 
proiect 


During the days Margaret 


attends classes at the public 
university in Bujumbura, the 
capital city Credits she has 
earned there are being ap- 
plied to a master's degree in 
French literature from Seton 
Hall in New Jersey 


An ambassador's wife, Mar- 


garet quickly learned, is in 
full charge of the housing and 
official entertainment for her 
husband and f a m i l y 
In 


Burundi this means supervi- 
sion of a ten-room house with 
a staff that includes two full- 
time male housekeepers 
a 


chef 
and 
a nurse 
fnr 
the 


children 


The most difficult part of 


her assignment, Margaret re- 
called, was getting used to the 
lack of a local supermarket 
The markets m the capital 
city sell fresh fruit, eggs and 
African 
vegetable* 
to the 


50,000 residents. But the vari- 
eties offered there are not 
what American families are 
accustomed to eating. 


"We can have African tweet 


potatoes for three meali a 
day," Margaret said, "but we 
can't buy spaghetti or peanut 
butter there " When the em- 
bassy's Fourth of July barbe- 
cue was planned. Margaret 
credits her chef's ingenuity in 
creating a tasty "apple" pie 


for the occasion out of green 
mangoes. 


For 
canned 
foods, 
cake 


mixes, 
canned 
meats and 


other prepared foods that add 
variety to menus, Margaret 
prepared a six-month supply 
list for a food distributor in 
Europe. It generally takes 
three or four months to be 
delivered. "When you run out 
of something like ketchup and 
have to order it quickly, you 
mail an order and get air 
delivery in two weeks. But 
when it costs $2 for a bottle of 
ketchup, you learn not to have 
emergencies " 


Margaret expresses respect 


for the native culture and 
already sees the effects of lifp 
overseas on her 
two pre- 


schoolers. Schools in Africa 
are incredibly under-equipped 
by American standards, she 
observed 
But the teachers 


develop c l o s e relationships 
with each child, and work 
together to create basic teach- 
ing tools 
By using simple 


things around them as instru- 
ments for learning, Margaret 
feels, the children are develop- 
ing some basic skills that will 
last throughout life 


Life in Africa is a good deal 


more in many of its aspects 
than life even in an American 
city, Margaret observed The 
children come into direct con- 
tact with people crippled or 
deformed, tor instance. 


Human suffering is closer to 


each family in Africa, and the 
Melady girls have already 
developed respect for 
it 
If 


nothing else at this stage. 
Margaret notes, they under- 
stand the need for getting 
shof,s from the doctor 


most "part, the girls carry the 
conversation themselves." 


The therapy is not deeply 


analytical. Each girl learns 
that she is not alone, that the 
other girls have the same 
feelings and face similar prob- 
lems. 


"The girls get a chance to 


vent 
their 
emotions," 
Dr. 


Holdread explains 
"A good 


deal of this is directed toward 
us men, because so many of 
the girls blame then: troubles 
on men." 


Questions raised constantly 


in the group sessions are: 


Will you tell the man you 


marry about this baby? How 
do you feel toward the father 
of your baby9 Will you try to 
hide all of this when you go 
back home? Will you give up 
the baby? 


"The g i r l s get broader 


viewpoints from hearing other 
opinions. They bring up points 
the others may not have 
thought of," says Dr. Hold- 
read. 


"In the majority of cases 


I've seen, there is a reason 
for the pregnancy. For exam- 
ple, the girl is depressed. She 
wants love and thinks she 
isn't getting it She wants to 
give her love so she gets 
pregnant Often the loss of a 
parent, particularly the fa- 
ther& has a great influence 
She isn't even aware that this 
is why she got pregnant" 


There is no typical unwed 


mother, Dr. Holdread added. 
They are all individuals. One 
individual is Susan, who lived 
at t h e Suemma Coleman 
Home, gave up her baby for 
adoption and is now married, 
but stays in contact with the 
home 


"I came here just wanting 


to get the whole thing over 
with I wanted to forget about 
the baby," she recounts 


She Knows Reason 


"I went to one group ther- 


apy session and had private 
discussions with the doctor 
Then my baby came two 
months prematurely, and T 
wasn't ready for delivery.

NEW LONDON — As the 


farmer fights to compete and 
survive in an industry calling 
for constant mechanization 
and change, it means a lot to 
be recognized as an out- 
standing young farmer. 


Roger Knapp and his 


family, route 2, New London, 
were granted the honor from 
the New London Jaycees at 
their annual Outstanding 
Young Farmer Banquet 
recently at the Rainbow 
Supper Club. 


The 135-acre farm, 30 acres 


of which is woodland, is in the 
Town of Maple Creek, north- 
east of the city. They milk 31 
head of Holsteins and have an 
additional 23 head of heifers. 
Eight of the Holsteins are 
purebreds. The herd count is 
584 pounds of butterfat on 
15,240 pounds milk production, 
with a Grade A rating. 


The Knapp farm is a family 


farm, originally operated by 
Roger's father, who now is 
retired, but helps with many 
chores and with harvesting. 


The rich acreage borders 


the Embarrass River, and 
Roger has included shoreline 
preservation and conservation 
techniques 
in his farm 


operation. 


In another attempt to aid in 


conservation, he is stacking 
manure this winter, instead 01 
putting it on fields. This will 
prevent excess run-off in the 
spring, and also will provide 
better fertilization when it is 
spread on the ground instead 
of on snow. 


The fields are used basically 


for feed production. Each year 
35 acres of corn are planted, 19 
acres of oats (for new 
seeding), and the balance is 
operated in hay land. 


The corn is used for corn 


silage. Roger plants a variety 
which provides small stalks 
and large ears, for high 
energy. This Is combined with 
dry hay and grain (a ration of 
ground corn, oats and soybean 
meal with minerals and 
vitamin supplements) for the 
cattle. 


The herd is fed stored feed 


throughout the year which is 
supplemented with strip 
grazing during the summer. 


The entire herd is bred using 


artificial insemination. Roger 
hopes to develop a registered 
herd, but notes that because of 
lower production he has been 
culling many purebreds from 
the herd. He operates on a 700- 
pound average and keeps one- 


third of the hpifers each year. 


The herd size fluctuates 


little because increasing the 
size would require several 
changer, in the 
milking 


operation. If he does expand 
the herd, Roger is planning on 
changing 
his 
automatic 


milking system to a milking 
parlor. 


Part of his theory on ex- 


pansion of the operation can 
be credited directly to his 
philosophy of farming. Roger 
said a man farming needs to 
have some time to stop and 
look up — to enjoy life. 


Roger does take the time to 


look up, and to be active in the 
rural community around him. 
He is a National Farmers 
Organization (NFO) member 
and former county vice 
president; he recently retired 
as a member of the church 
board, and attends a veterans 
training school two nights and 
one day a week.

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Laos Illustrates a Dilemma 


The Nixon Administration is now 


being faced with something that had 
been predicted or at least raised as a 
possibility by a lot of Americans. The 
South Vietnamese drive to cut the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail in Laos has bogged down in 
spite of the massive American air 
support. The North Vietnamese decided 
to stay and fight. What will the setback, 
so far unacknowledged in Washington, 
mean to the Vietnamization program 
and the continued withdrawal of 
American combat forces from Vietnam? 


One battle does not a war make, of 


course. But the South Vietnamese have' 
not been able to move ahead for more- 
than a week. More than 
seventy 


American helicopters have been shot 


-. down with a loss of American lives. The 


resumption of massive bombing raids 
north of the DMZ seems more an ad- 
mittance of failure in Laos than a sign of 
strength. Frustrated by restrictions and 


• pledges about using American ground 
. combat troops, there is nothing much 


left to do but resume bombing raids, 
ineffectual as they have been in bringing 


- the North Vietnamese to their knees. 


Psychologically — and practically — 


the Vietnamization policy may have 
been a good one. The South Vietnamese 


' were encouraged to take over their own 
' defense, given the weapons with which 


to do it, and thereby regained some of 
the self-respect they lost during the 


•" years of virtual American occupation. 
.The American air power would help bail 
them out of trouble and its use, some- 
how not objected to by Americans op- 
posed to the use of our ground troops, 
would back them up, give them con- 
fidence and help keep the enemy at bay. 
It worked for awhile at least in Vietnam 
and it may have worked in Cambodia. It 


has not worked thus far in Laos. 


The major trouble is that the Nixon 


Administration is trying to do two things 
that veer off in totally opposite direc- 
tions. The history of the Vietnamese 
conflict from its days of combat with the 
French has shown that the fight for one's 
home land is an emotional issue that the 
presence of foreign troops of any nation 
only intensifies. It can be argued the 
South Vietnamese too are fighting for 
their home land but they are reliant upon 
the United States which in itself is a 
drawback, despite our massive fire- 
power. Of course the North Vietnamese 
are receiving aid and supplies from the 
Soviet Union and perhaps China, but 
they have maintained a rigid in- 
dependence over their policies -which the 
Saigon regime could not. 


Mr. Nixon's Vietnamization program 


is an attempt to have a military victory 
while soothing the people at home. Now 
he is being faced with a major military 
defeat whatever explanations of light- 
at-the-end-of-the-tunnel we may 
get 


from Secretary Laird. The dilemma of 
the Administration is simply that we 
cannot both turn the war over to the 
Vietnamese and at the same time 
guarantee a military victory for the 
side we have backed. 


The President had the opportunity of 


politically blaming the whole tremen- 
dous error ol the war on his Democratic 
predecessors in office. Instead, it ap- 
pears that his old fear of communism 
took over and he tried to have it both 
ways. Now he has to wind the whole 
thing up before the election campaigns 
of 1972 — and it doesn't give him much 
time to come forth with that nebulous 
"plan" for ending the war he mentioned 
during the 1968 presidential campaigns.

A New Respect for Winter 


The tragedy that hit a group of 


snowmobilers taking what they expected 
to be a holiday outing over Wyoming's 
Beartooth Pass dramatizes the strength 
of winter as many of us in this area are 
aware after last Monday's storm and 
other such episodes this winter. 


The Minnesota group included some 


members of the Minnesota 
Vikings, 


mountain climbers, park rangers, ex- 
pert snowmobilers and others familiar 
with the mountains or the forests. They 
went part way up the mountain in a 
snowmobile trailer and then took off to 
cross the relatively flat Beartooth Pass. 


But weather caught up with them. 


The wind became stronger. Although 
there were mechanics along, they began 
to have breakdowns with the snomos. 
Spark plugs had to be replaced. Two 
riders crashed although they weren't 
hurt. As darkness ncared some snomos 
were abandoned and the group began to 
ride double. Eventually some simply 
went ahead on loot. Some ten miles away 
there were cabins used only in summer 
but they would give shelter. But the go- 
ing was rough. The parly became 
separated. They watched for the high- 
way stake-poles (hat marked the course 
through the snow. Finally the separated 


parties went down into the woods and 
built fires and spent the night. But one, 
Hugh Galusha, a Federal Reserve Bank 
president from Minneapolis, 
did not 


survive. His body was found later in a 
snow cave he had made for shelter. 


. The members of this particular group 


were in fine physical condition, many of 
them were well acquainted with the 
mountains and forests and had a deep 
respect for the winter storms in that 
northern high area. But even they were 
fooled by the strength of a blizzard. The 
exertion needed to fight back is often 
just too much for a lot of people. 


In the cast four 
young 
college 


students managed to survive several 
clays of chill factor temperatures of 
more than fifty below zero. They too 
were caught by a sudden and unexpected 
storm and used the snow itself for 
shelter. Youth and good health were on 
their side. 


But winter is nothing to tamper with. 


It has a way of changing a serene .scene 
into chaos, a major highway into a blind 
tunnel, 
a 
quiet 
farmyard 
inlo 
a 


screaming wilderness. In spite of our 
modern machines and progress, we still 
often find ourselves at the mercy of 
winter and it is a humbling experience. 


A Dream About Pollution

"Meekness" has become an 


unattractive word to us. We 
identify it with softness, with 
weakness, with passivity, with 
almost a propensity to enjoy 
insult, 
injury 
and 
self- 


martyrdom. To be "meek" is 
nearly to be cowardly in the 
modern lexicon. 


But this is not at all what the 


original 
wording 
meant, 


either in the Hebrew of the Old 
Testament, or in the Greek of 
the New. The French Douay 
Bible comes much closer to it 
when 
it 
translates 
the 


beatitude as "Blessed are the 
debonair . . ." strange as that 
sountis to Anglo-Saxon ears. 


"Debonair," the dictionary 


tells us, is "of pleasant 
manners; courteous, gracious 
and 
charming; 
gay and 


carefree." In fact a 20th 
Century idiomatic translation 
in America might faithfully 
read, "Blessed are the cool 
. .." without committing a 
theological vulgarity; for 
"debonair'' is much of what 
we mean when we describe a 
"cool cat." 


What we fail to understand 


is the moral and spiritual 
courage it takes to be "meek" 
in the fullest and deepest 
sense- of the word. Far from 
being cowardly, it requires a 


heroism few of us 
are 


capable of. Indeed, only a few 
of the apostles 
themselves 


were able to follow it. 


Jesus was asking 
his 


followers not to be grim and 
sour, or belligerent and 
argumentative, as so many 
"religious" people of his time 
were. He knew that it was too 
easy to defend one's beliefs 
with name - calling and the 
brandishing of arms; and to 
commit injustices, and even 
kill people, in the name of 
religion 
and 
theological 


conformity. 


The meek (or "debonair") 


are far from weak; they 
possess as internal strength 
that permits them to suffer as 
St. Paul suffered, without 
retaliation. When Jesus en- 
joined, "Pick up your cross 
and follow me," he was not 
urging passivity but a path 
that led to crucifixion. He was 
calling for the 
supreme 


bravery of setting an exam- 
ple. 


And 
this 
example, 
of 


heroism and sacrifice for a 
belief, was not to be per- 
formed in a smug and self- 
righteous manner, but in a gay 
and carefree spirit, "taking no 
heed for the morrow." The 
meekness *hat ignorant men 
read into the gospel is a far 
cry from the bowed head and 
the downcast eye of the slave; 
it is the quiet smile and the 
sure step of the only free man 
among us.

G^ckhn, a starting guard for 
the Bucks, the runaway lead- 
ers of the NBA's Midwest 
Division While he has had his 
moments of glory on the court 
this year, he usually takes a 
backseat role to superstars 
Lew A 1 c i n d o r and Oscar 
Robertson. 


Jon, however, is a vital 


member of the Bucks and 
possesses one of the best long- 
range shooting touches in pro 
basketball 


Like all NBA players, Jon 


lives on airplanes and 
in 


hotels more than six months a 
year 
H i s family

around the country and car 
rides to the airport 


McGlocklin is one of onlv 


two original members left of 
the first Bucks team when 
Milwaukee received an expan- 
sion franchise in 1968 But 
e\en then he was an NBA- 
\eteran, having played with 
the Cincinnati Royals and San 
Diego Rockets after a collegi- 
atp career at Indiana 


"We first looked for an 


apartment near the airport," 
Pam remembered "The way 
they fly in and out of here, 
being close to that airport is 
nice " 


Travel Often 


Pro football teams travel 


once a week, usually arriving 
the day before the game, 
sometimes two The teams fly 
out immediately following the 
contest 


Baseball teams play in the

man traveling squads, plus 
administrators, and charter 
planes 


The Bucks — and they are a 


typical NBA squad—flit from 
city to city with 11 players, 
two coaches and a trainer, a 
total of 14. 


That means making regular- 


ly scheduled flights when the 
plane flies,

when the 


team's ready. The players eat 
and sleep whenever they can

10'15 a m By noon he was at
